‘A Byndicate of California Republicans, De- 


termined to Find Out the True Intent of 


the English and the Prohibitionists, 
Wrote a Whole Batch of Letters—Of 
Those te the British the Minister Alone 
Returned a Reply—The Prohibitionists 
Bit Ravenously. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 28.—[Special.}— 
In the early part of September a bright group 
of ardent Republicans in Pomona, Los Ange- 
les County, Cal., thirty from this city, 
conceived the idea of wri a series of de- 
coy letters to prominent Englishmen and 
Prohibitionists in order to reveal tnelr true 
sentiments, which Were supposed to be fa- 
vorable to Cleveland. These Republicans 
are representative men of untarnished reputa- 
tion, all eager for the election of Harrison. 
As soon as the scheme was grasped it was 
voted good and plans laid for immediate ac- 
tion. The labor was divided equally, each 
man being given a subject and the name. of 
his prospective correspondent, Work 
was set about immediately, and 
Charles Tupper, Henry M. Smith, 
Arthur Balfour, Joseph Chamberlain, 
Lord Sackville-West, Englishmen; and the 
Rev. J. H. Ledbetter, Fayette, Mo.; the Rev. 
R. H. Cooper, St. Joseph, Mo.; and the Rev. 
W. W. McMurray of Shelbina, Mo., Prohibi- 
tionists, soon received letters from anxious 
inquirers seeking advice about voting in 
such a way as best to advance the interests 
respectively of England ana prohibition. 
None of the Englishmen took the bait except 
Sackville. The Prohibitionists took tne bait 
eagerly, and wrote explaining that the Re- 
publican party must be beaten at any price, 
even if the Prohibitionists voted for Cleve- 
land. 

The man to whom was assigned the corre- 
spondence with Sackville is, according to W. 
A. Bell, a rancher living on the outskirts of 
town. His name will not be revealed until 
he himself gives the word, The letter to 
Sackville was dirpatched by him Sept. 7, and 
the reply came in due course. It was kept 
back until all other replies had been re- 
ceived. Oct. 151t was taken to the office of 
Tonner & Bell, lawyers in Pomona. Here 
legal advice was asked by. “‘ Murchison,” 
who, being assured no criminal action could 
be taken against him, gave up the famous 
letter. 

The 19th W. A. Bell, junior partner, brought 
the document to Judge W. F. Fitzgerald, 
member of the State Republican Executive 
Committee. The purpose of Beil and Fitz- 
gerald was not to publish the letter, but to 
send it to Chairman Matt Quay. But the ed- 
itor of the Times of this city was in the office 
at the time and purloined the copy from a 
number Fitzgerald was making for the State 
Central Committee. This is the explanation 
of the manifest prematurity of the publica- 
tion. 

The statement that Murchison is a rancher 
comes directiy from W. A. Bell, but there is 
the assurance of F. G. Haley, who admits 
being one of the decoy combination that sent 
the letters, that Murchison is a name that 
conceals the identity of three men—an Irish- 
man, an American, and a German. It may 
be remarked that W. A. Beil is an American 
and F. G. Haley is Irish. . 

New Yorx, Oct. 28.—[Special.j|—W.. T. 
Fitzgerald, member of tne California State 
Republican Committee, telegraphed from Los 
Angeles today in answer to an inquiry: 

You can deny truthfully ana emphaticaily that 
any member of it had anything whatever to do 
either directly or indirectly with the conception 
or execution of the West letter or had any 
knowledge of it until after it had been received 
at Pomona. Iam convinced that neither Har- 
rison, Gray, Otis, Henry T. Gage, nor any other 
person in Los Angeles had any knowledge of the 
existence of the Murchison-W est correspondence 
until it was publicly exploited by persons in 
Pomona, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. B. —1he Courier 
Journal’s Omaha correspondent telegraphs 
that Patrick Egun, ex-President of the Irish 
National League, is the author of the Murchi- 
son letter to Minister West. The information 
to the correspondent comes from a prominent 
Republican editor, who says that the scheme 
was arranged last August and was prema- 
turely sprung, the original intention being to 
make it public next Wednesday. 


FRESH COMPLICATIONS ARISE. 


Cleveland Angers Salisbury by Conferring 
with Pat Collins and O’ Reilly. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE 
[ Copyright, 1868, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

Lonpon, Oct. 28.—The statement cabled 
here about the conference at Whitney’s house 
yesterday between the President, Patrick 
Collins, and Editor John Boyle O'Reilly. to- 
gether with the sustance of other con- 
currimg statements as to what the Presi- 
dent promised or what is expected to be 
done before Tuesday night next, was cabled 
by the British Legation to the British For- 
eign Office. When Minister Phelps shall 
meet Lord Salisbury our Minister will be 
confronted with the report published as the 
President's utterance. Its publication will 
also be made in Londen tomorrow morning 
Jam assured that it is immaterial whether it 
is true or not. The only acceptable denial 
must come from our Secretary of State on 
behalf of the President, and until that assur- 
ance be given tke pending intimation from 
our Government cannot be considered by 
Lord Salisbury. No British Ministry, espe- 
cially the present, would think of proceeding 
while such a threat was gazetted to ail the 
world as proceeding from the appeals of 
Irisu- Americans. The result of today’s 
official cabling to London is going to compli- 
cate and retard matters. Of this there can- 
not, I am toid, be the slightest doubt. 

The Times is emphatic. It says: It seems 
to be certain that the Government of the 
Uaited States have taken a step which must 
render it impossible to continue Lord Sack- 
ville at the head of the British Legation at 
Washington.“ After funning at Mr. Biaine’s 
speech the Nimes adda that the behavior of 
the Democratic politicians is quite as con- 
temptibie and dishonest.” It arraigus Presi- 
dent Cleveland for talking Saturday with 
Pat Collins and Jonn Boyle O'Reilly. The 
editorial, which in its tone is far from bear- 
ing out the idea that English opinion cares 
any more for Cleveland than Harrison, thus 
concludes: 

It is our-most sincere desire that the English 
and American peoples should remain always 
united by the ties of amity and concord, but for 
the maintenance of the happy state of things no 
thanks wil be due to the professional politicians 
of either party in the Unitea States. 

The Standard (Government organ) ob- 
serves in the course of a long leader of a sar- 
castic tone toward the President: 

The Americans have a clear case against Lord 
Sackville. He committed what they are pleased 
to consider a grave breach of international 
comity, and what was at any rate an infraction of 
diplomatic etiquette. 

Lower down in the editorial it adds: 

The most simple and satisfactory solution of 
the difficulty he has innocently created would be 
for bim to tender his resignation. 

In another part of the paper it suggests 
that Lord Sackville suspected a plot and 
wrote the letter in order to embarrass Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Lord Sackville’s triends be- 
ing chiefly Republicans and the relations be- 
tween Mr. Cleveland and Bayard being no 
more cordial than duty requires.

An Adverse Opinion Likely to Be Given in

There seems to be no doubt that the opinion 
of Corporation Counsel Green will be ad- 
verse to the petition for the State street I..

Ot 
course he cannot, it is answered. It fact 
every man who signed under the contracts 
as made can withdraw. 

It is understood that the State street L* 
men are well aware that the decision will be 
against them, and they are reaching out for 
more signatures. They will have to buy or 
condemn several lots for stations under the 
ordinance as it is being drafted by the Corpo- 
ration Counsel. The property once pur- 
chased will be added to the frontage already 
obtained. This will make up the shortage. 
The State street men are going ahead beyond 
all doubt. They have a majority in the Coun- 
cil and may be able to get the thirty-two 
votes necessary to pass the matter over the 
veto.

Every Reason to Believe Cleveland W- ¹w 


Fall Many Thousand Votes Behind Hill 
and That Harrison Will Surely Get,the 
Electoral Vote—Virginia Pretty Likely 
to Go Republican—A Pemocratic Cirea- 
lar in Indiana—General Political News.

Pulitzer has never seemed disposed to deny 
his nationality, but he resen this use of it 
as a deliberate insult.

But these loca 
squabbles are a diversion to the Republicans, 
and if they do any injury at ail it is to the 
chances of Cleveland.

Will Vote for Harrison This Year. 

New York, Oct. 28.—[Speciai.]-—All last 
week the World had a smal! army of report- 
ers interviewing all classes of people on their 
Presidential ana other political preferences. 
Ferryboats, street-cars, and the Stock Ex- 
change were invaaed. Today a tabulated 
statement of the result was published. The 
persons interviewed and classified in this 
table are 8,508, who follow: eiehty-eight dif- 
ferent occupations. Those favoring Cleve- 
land numbered 2,218, Harrison ~ 1,340, and 
scattering 45. The most interesting showing 
made by the interviews with these 3,598 per- 
sons, however, was that 163 men who voted 
for Cleveland in 1884 declared they would 
vote for Harrison this year, while only 109 
who voted for Biaine expected to vote for 
Cleveland.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 26.—[Special.|—A 
canvass of Harvard University has been made 
under the auspices of the union.

One of the results 
had “been numerous requests to ministers 
to say or write something which might allay 
the mental distress of those who had been 
shaken in their faith. The prospect, how- 
ever, was that the book would be so widely 
read and thoroughly examined that the pub- 
lic would soon be utterly weary of it. In 
six months this work of a lady of great talent 
and culture is likely to be remanded to the 
limbo of antiquated jests. It may be consid- 
ered, not as a permanent contribution to the 
literature of the future, but as a passing 
pamphlet ad vocating a transitory theological 
whim. 

Dr. Barrows found Mrs. Ward, the author, 
a person of acute and cultivated mind, of 
deep but not always accurate insight into 
character, and of earnest sympathy with ail 
for ms of goodness. The Christian doctrine 
had left a beautiful impress on her heart, 
though faith in that doctine had faded from 
her intellect. It was her belief that 
the supernatural in Christianity has no his- 
toric reality and is a hinderance to the 
growth of religion in this age. Her long 
and labored novel is written to inculcate, or 
rather insinuate, these beliefs into the minds 
of her readers.“ Dr. Barrows found, con- 
trary to the belief of the novelist, that the 
greatest potency of the Christian re- 
hgion lies in its supernatural as

ANGLICAN DOCTRINE ABOUT HELL. 

The Church Congress recently held at Man- 
ehester, England, and presided over by the 
Bishop of that See is the most memorable 
since the days of Pusey in the public opinion 
of the Hstablished Church of England, and, 
presumably, in that of the extensive numbers 
of Christians who adhere to its ancient creed. 
The question is becoming, however, a seri- 
dus one, What is its ancient creed? The is- 
sues which have been carried from time to 
time from synods up to the highest tribunals 
in the various orthodox communions indi- 
cate that there is an intellectual activity 
always working toward what time shows to 
be a softening modification of dogmatic 
formularies. The “strong” men of every 
church having a written body of essential be 
lief havé always striven to hold the younger 
disciples from doing what to the latter seems 
squaring the dogma more correctly to the 
newer and clearer light which experience 
brings to bear upon everything human. This 


is true in the Anglican or Protestant Hpis- 


copalian asin every other chureh. The re- 
formed portion of that body is its living wit-. 
ness in one direction. The Pusey episode 
was testimony to it in another. 

Canon Farrar, author of favorite “Life of 
Saint Paul” and of numerous other works 
which find wide acceptance among his fellow 
creedsmen, startled the elder element in tne 
Manchester Congress by an adaress on Heil, 
He declared the old doctrine held that the 
vast majority of mankind, Christian as well 
as heathen, dying unrepentant, passed into a’ 
lake of fire to be tortured in inconceivable 
agony in material flames for all eter- 
nity. “Within living memory,“ he 
said “this was thé orthodox view, and 
ahy one who repudiated it or who 
even swerved materially from it was de- 
nounced as a heretic and wunbelicever.” 
“These views,” he added, I repudiate with 
all the force of conviction.” He was imme 
diately cheered loudly throughout the coun- 
cil, which was more numerously attended 
than any since the exciting scenes in the 
same town a quarter century ago. Canon 
Farrar was followed by Sir George W. Cox, 
a rector of York. He said that half a cent- 
ury ago the four last things to be remem- 
bered were death, judgment, Heaven, Hell; 
and that, as to the last, the teaching upon it 
had turned religion into a hideous night 
mare.” He also was loudly and vehemently 
applauded. | ; 

While the emotional indications seemed 
clearly to show that the majority of the con- 


places, Canon Farrar has pointed out that his

INFLATING THE PRICE OF BONDS... 
When Mr. Cleveland intimated a misgiving 
whether he had legal authority to use the 
surplus in buying bonds at a premium—a 
matter about which no other President ex- 
pressed a doubt—-Congress promptly replied | 
by giving him all the authority necessary, 
and, in fact, ordering him to follow that poli- 
cy, although of course in order to take ad- 
vantage of the markets he and the Secretary 
of the Treasury were allowed discretion as 
to the price they would pay. Since then Mr. 
Cleveland has refused to buy bonds under 
the ple that the premium is too high. Yet by 
his own act he advanced the price of the 
bonds held by the banks and arbitrarily 
increased the value of the thing he had 
been instructed by the Representatives 
of the people to bi By loaning the surplus 
tb the banks without interest bonds which 
previously secured a bank only 90 per cent of 
their face value in circulating notes became 
at once good for 110 per cent in joanable 
funds. This of course lessened offers to sell 
to the Government and kept up a high pre- 
mium. 7 
The one thing Mr. Cleveland will not do is 
to use the surplus to reduce the debt and 
stop interest. He knows the surplus revenue 
must. eventually be used in redeéniing the 
bonds, but appears determined that it shail 
not be done while he is in power. When he 
claimed to lack power to buy bonds Congress 
gave him all the authority needed. He now 
asserts that the premium is too high, when by 
his own unwarrantable and arbitrary act 
he has inflated the value of the 
bonds ana advanced the price of the 
thing Congress instructed him to buy. Such 
acts as these by a Republican President 
would have led to an agitation for his im- 
peachment. Can any one imagine Grant, 
Hayes, Gurfield, or Arthur refusing to buy 
bonds according to the instructions of Cen- 
gress under the pleathat the premium was 
too high, when by their own extraordinary 
actsthey had advaaced the value of the 
bonds held by the banks? Would they have 
dared to encourage contraction of the our- 
rency by offering. a big inducement to the 
banks to retire their circulation and accept 
enormous loans from the Government with- 
out being required to pay interest? The Na- 
tional banks—more particuiarly the favored 
ones—are having “fat picking” in these 
days of Clevelandism. Mr. Cleveland has 
never Waverei in the determination to in- 
fate the value of their bonds, give them the 
public money without interest to manipulate 
for their own profit, and also to hold out re- 
wards to all banks that would retire their 
circulation and contract the currency. Yet 
Western Greenbackers are asked to continue 
this bank-favoring, Wall street Administra- 
tion in power! 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The near appr oach of the Presidential elec- 
tion is accompanied by a small decrease of 
activity in business circles; but it appears to 
bé rather because of a growing popular in- 
terest in the canvass than on account of any 
fear as to the result. There is little real anx- 
let in regard to ita immediate effect upon 
trade and commerce, the general idea being 
that present tariff relations are not likely to 
be disturbed during the next year or two, if 
at all. The tendency is really to confidence 
that the agitation in regard to free trade 
will subside with the closing of the polls. 

It is interesting to note that the depart- 
ments which are ostensibly threatened most 
by the proposed revision of the tariff are 
precisely those that display the greatest ac- | 
tivity. The iron business is far from being 
so dull as has been represented by some of 
the trade journals. The large body of men 
employed in the coke works at Connelisvilie 
are notified that.their wages will be advanced 
5 to 10 per cent this week, to correspond with 
arise of 2 cents per ton in the priee of 
coke, which has been agreed upon by the 
operators. This does not look like a poor 
business outlook. The fact is that iron and 
steel were never more active at this time of 
the year. Railroad building is naturally 
slow on the forward edge of winter, but an 
order tor about 90,000 tons of steel rails was 
on the market a few days ago, and the fact 
that we have a magnificent corn crop nearly 
ready to move is giving a wonder- 
ful stimulus to the mativfacture ot rolling 
stock. Orders for 4,000 freight-cars were 
placed here last week, involving the tise of 
at least 15,000 tons of metal. And the buiid- 
ers are giving contracts for large quantities 
ot structural iron to be used next season. 
There isincreased cotfidence in raw wool, 
with some speculative buying by those who 
look for better prices to follow close on the 
election. Leather is higher as a consequence 
of a big demand for it by manufacturers of 
boots and shoes, and the price of those arti- 
cles has been advanced by New England 
houses. The coal trade is rather weak, with 
accumulating stocks. The distributive move- 
ment of dry goods and groceries is reported 
do have decreased some in the seaboard cities, 
and undoubtedly has done so at Western 
points, some traveling men having been 
withdrawn till after election, when they will 

again be placed on the road. But the volume 
of mercantile business is certainly as good as 
at the corrésponding time in other Presiden- 
tial years, and there is the best of reasons to 
believe it will be all the more active next 
month in sequence to thé temporary inter- 
ruption. 

The produces markets are irregular. Wheat 
is active, with the anomalous condition of 
stronger prices here than in New York and 
higher quotations in the Northwest than in 
this city. This fact has practically stopped 
‘the export movement from our Atlantic 
slope, while the Pacific coast is sending out 
unusually large quantities to Europe, and 
Russia and India are nearly quadrupling 
their shipments to the United Kingdom. 
The apology for high prices is given in the 
plea that the country on this side of the 
Rocky Mountains has already parted with 
nearly a8 much as it can spare to go 
abroad, the latest count giving it a 
surplus of only about 45,000,000 bushels 
at the close of next June if there 
were no further exports of wheat or flour be- 
tween now and then. Of course the market 
isan artificial one, being dominated by the 
speculators, but it presents one great ad- 
vantage as compared with some former 
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provement in the demand for local securi- 
ties and a better inquiry for Chicago real 
estate than is usually experienced at this 
time of year. The great event of the week 
in Wall street was the consolidation of two 
great Southern lines of railroad into one sys- 
tem, while the Western lines were the sub- 
jects of considerable manipulation with ref- 
erence to their cnanging prospects for busi- 
‘ness on the new crops.

Even aside from sympathy for the defrauded 
colored people the North must out of self- 
respect resist the seizure of power by the 
South and the usurpation which gives that 
section undue domination in the Electoral 
College and in Congress, while the vote of 
an ex-Rebel is made to count for more in 
the Government of the country than 
that of a Northern loyalist. The North- 
ern people wil not much longer be them- 
selves defrauded and cheated. It would 
be pusillanimous in them to permit their 
rights to be usurped and their ballots de- 
graded, impaired, and deprived of their just 
effect by the election frauds perpetrated by 
a lawiess minority in the Southern States.

Absolute acquiescence in the will of the 
majority“ was pronounced by Jefferson the 
vital principle of republics.” It is against 
this principle that the ex-Confederates of 
Louisiana, Georgia, Alabama, South Caro- 
una, and Mississippi have arrayed them- 
sélves. In the other Southern States the 
blacks are generally permitted to cast their 
ballots and have their votes counted, although 
some cheating is done in Arkansas, Western 
Tennessee, Eastern Maryland, and Eastern 
North Carolina. Where the blacks are in a 
minority and their ballots cannot affect the 
result they are permitted to vote, and are 
disfranchised only where their votes might 
make a successful anti-secessionist majority. 
Thus the attack is against majority rule, 
“the vital principle of republics.” War is 
made on the first principle of popular gov- 
ernment, and the Constitution is nullified to 
preserve minority rule and maké a free bal- 
lot and a fair count impossible, 

It the North could suffer the wrongs against 
the negroes to pass unredressed it cannot en 
dure the usurpation of power at its expense by 
the South. The négroes can vote in any of the 
Southern States on any issue in regard to 
which the whites themselves are divided. 
When an issue is made on prohibition the 
votes of the negroes are eagerly sought for 
by the contending whites, and when cast 
they are fairly counted. The one thing not 
permitted, however, in the cotton States is 
for a negro to have his vote cast and fairly 
counted for the National Union Republican 
ticket. Representation is claimed, however, 
in the Electoral College and in Congress for 
the disfranchised blacks, and power is thus 
usurped not only at the expense of the ne- 
groes but of the people of the North as well. 
The New Orléans Picayune is right in warn- 
ing the South that if the Republicans get in 
power they will not tolerate this outrage 
much longer. They are not so white livered 
as to submit indefinitely.

DON DICKINGON’S DEMAGOGICAL TALK. 

Postmaster General Dickinson seems to de- 
light in practicing the arts of the demagogue 
and the agitator. Since the beginning of the 
present campaign he has restricted his ora- 
torical powers to attempts to create prejudice 
in the West against New England and the 
other sections on the North Atlantic sea- 
board. What object a man, himself of East- 
ern birth, should have for sowing the seeds 
of sectional hatred and ill-will is inconceiva- 
ble. It is possibly due to some personal 
grudge which he is now seeking to repay. 

A previous attempt of his where malignity 
strove with garbled statistics for the su- 
premacy was honored with the atténtion of 
Mr. Biaine, who rebuked his misleading ar- 
guments and pointed out the flaws in his fig- 
ures. Yet Dickinson had the evil audaéity to 
return to the subject again, and in his 
speech at Grand Rapids Saturday nignt he 
renewed his false assertion that his State 
and the others in the Northwest were being 
milked and plundered for the benefit of New 
England, New York, and Pennsylvania—the 
older and consequently richer communities 
on the seaboara. 

He did teli one truth, but he sought to 
wrest from it a false conciusion. He said 


that Massachusetts was wealthier in money 


than Michigan. Since one was settled two 


and a half centuries ago and the other, with 
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and the other poor, there might be some- | 
| thing to marvel at. But the Postmaster Gen- 


eral goes on to draw the false and demagog- 


ical assumption that the greater wealth of | 
Massachusetts is due to the fact that she nas 


plundered and despoiled the men of Michi- 
gan, so that now its citizens hold mortgages 
on Michigan farms for millions of dollars— 
all secured through downright swindling, ac- 
cording to Don. j 

It seems hardly necessary to answer an 
argument like this, Such attempts to create 
@ prejudice against New England and the 
East must be as empty of success as the head 
of the man that makes them of honest 
brains. Michigan knows what she owes to 
New England. That section, while Michigan 


was still an unsettled territory, began send- 


ing her the flower of her sons, whose sturdy 
arms helped to new down the forests and 
clear the fields: New England is still send- 
ing them. She sent not merely axmen but 
statesmen. She furnisned first the money to 
build the roads which developed Michigan. 
At a later day she loaned the money which. 
built manufactories, and she furnished the 
machinery to put in them. She loaned the 
farmers of the State money with which they 
put up houses and barns and bought their 
stock. For all this she took securities, some 
ot which have been paid off, some renewed 
at lower rates of interest. As a lender she 
made money. No one expects the capitalist 
to give away his capital. The borrower is 
glad enough of a chance to borrow on good 
terms. He does it because he expects to 
make by the operation, and he 1s perfectly 
willing that tue lender should make his 
profit also. 

What would be the present condition of 
Michigan if the surplus capital of New En- 


gland and the East had net gone there? The 


State would not havea half of its present 
population or weaith, Haif of its area of 
cultivated land would still be untouched by 
the plowman. Countries which capital never 
visits, and where mortgages are unknown, 
are countries where progress is slow and 
where poverty finds her home. When Chi- 
cago lay in ashes capital poured in here from 
the East and from the whole world, seeking 
investment. Wewere giad to get itat high 
rates of ititerest. We did not think we were 
being fleeced. We paid therate that was 
asked, rebuilt the city and our fortunes, and 
since then paid off the loans, and hence the 
rebuilt city. 

When Mieniganders borrow they do it be- 
cause they expect to make profit by it. No 
sentimental feelings actuate them. The man 
who offers his money for the longest time at 
the lowest rate on the least security gets the 
loan. If New Kugland does it they borrow 
there; if Old England or New York they 
borrow there, ee 5 

It appears that at the present time there 
are recorded mortgages in Michigan amount- 
ing to 6129. 000000. Mr. Dickinson, with his 
usual intentional inaccuracy, calls them ail 
farm mortgages, but they are not, for many 
of them ars on city property. Many of them 
are held at home and represent sums due on 
the purchase money of farms. But supposing 
that farms were mortgaged to the amount 
he claims. This does not mean that the bad 


{men of the East have made a forced 


loan on the people of Michigan, or that they 
have done as the victorious Germans did 
with the beaten French, and levied these 
millions te punish them. It means that all 
that borrowed money is in Michigan. It is 
in the hands of the borrower in the form of 
houses, stores, mills, barns, stock, and the 
crops which he has been enabled to raise, 
none of which things he would have had but 
for the money-lender whom the Postmaster 
General is damning. 

Can one imagine a weaker or a falser argu- 
ment thaa that of Cleveland’s Cabinet offi- 
cer? Does he think that there are men in 
his State who can be caught by stich chaff, 
or is he trying to revenge some old wrong 
suffered at the hands of some Eastern capi- 
talist, who was not satisfied with tae secur- 
ity which Mr. Dickinson offered for some 
loan which he was then trying to make!

The New York and Chicago Registry. 

Saturday was the fourth and last day of regis- 
tration in New York City. There were added to 
the books 33.015 names, making a total of 286,547, 
or 45,740 more than in 1884—19,000 of this increase 
being new naturalizations. The New-Yorkers 
have been claiming for their city a present pop- 
ulation of about 1,600,000, and the registration 
figures confirm it, on the assumption that one 
out of every five is a voter. Compared with this 
New York total the Chicago registry of 136,000 
looks small, though nearly half as many, in pro- 
portion to population. 

The New-Yorker has four days in which to get 
registered, while the Chicagoan has buttwo. The 
last day here is three weeks before the election; 
there it is but ten days. If we here had had 
another day, as should have been the case, 
8,000 to 10,000 more names would have 
been added to the books in the oity, car- 
trying our total up to about 145,000, or 
fully half that of New York. In New York 
they have no “suspect” notices. Ifa man once 
gets on the registry he stays on & year unless 
fraud is proven against him. Here at this régis- 
try 1.500 suspect notices were sent out. Many 
did not appear to detend their claims, either be- 
cause they Were absent from the city or did not 
wish to be bothered with a night session about 
something which they believed was settled. 

The proportionate gain in voters has been 
greater here than in New York. While there, as 
stated, the increase in four years was 45,000, here 
and in the Chicago suburbs it is 66,000, Of the 
New York gain 19,0% was made up of persons 
who have just been naturahzed. The additions 
here from that source were about 6,500, but 
would have been larger had it not been for the 
fact that the last day of registry comes so early. 
It is possible to naturalize and Vote after that, 
but only few know of ft or acted on it, 

This heavy New York registry shows that an 
immense vote will be cast along the shores of 
New York Bay. Four years ago that section, in- 
cluding New York, Brooklyn, and the towns and 
Villages in the adjoining suburban counties of 
Queens and Richmond, voted as follows:

Cisive of the result in the State. It is now large 
enough to decide the conflict in the Nation as 
well, as it did in 1884, 
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And of the first voters, too, Harrison gets about 
as many as Cleveland.

Garfield and the Cobden Club.

Was he a member of that trade or- 
ganization? and, if so, will you be kind enough 
to give particulars, for it does not agree with his 
general principles on the tariff subject, as many 
of his old Republican friends think today? 

A Rep-HoT TRIBUNE REPUBLICAN. 

[Garfield was, without his knowledge. elected 
an honorary member of the Cobden Club in 1869 
at the same time and in company with Edward 
Atkinson, Ralph Waldo Emerson, E. P. Whipple, 
John Quincy Adams, and William Lloyd Gar- 
rison of Massachusetts, and William C. Bryant, 
Henry Ward Beecher, and David Dudley Field of 
New York. He acknowledged the compliment 
and accepted the membership in a letter to the 
secretary of the club, and his membership con- 
tinued, says David A. Wells, to the day of his 
death. 

He was thus elected simply because he was 
known to be in favor ot tariff reform. In 1869 
we were emerging from the war. There were 
enormous duties and heavy taxes ofall kinds 
and a general demand for reduction. Subse- 
quently he became more of a protectionist than 
he was in 1869 and not so much in favor ofa 
heavy cutting of the tariff. This is shown by his 
votes in Congress. Whi'e always opposed to ex- 
cessive duties, he was also opposed to such a re- 
duction as would cripple home industries. With 
him a tariff reform was strictly within the lines 
of moderate protection.]
